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Chinese Reds Execute 
Man After Ransom 


Attempts Fail 


He Knew President 


Lincoln Personally 


News of the execution of his 


brother by bandits in China on 
Christmas day was received 
Saturday by Rev. V. C. Hay- 
man, 
pastor of the Baptist 


church, the cable bearing the 
sad message being sent by 
Chinese authorities at Shang- 
hai to the foreign mission board 
at Los Angeles, who relayed 
the news to Mr. Hayman. 


Arnolis Hayman, with a fellow 


mission worker, was captured by the 
bandits, Chinese Reds, in October 
of last year and was being held for 
$700,000 ransom in their camp in the 
interior of China, where, according 
to the reports that came from the 
district, they were bound hand and 
foot during the entire time they 
were held for hostage. 


Because of an agreement among 


the mission workers in China, no 
efforts were made to negotiate the 
ransom, the missionaries in the dis- 
trict knowing that if ransom was 
once paid there would be an imme- 
diate kidnaping of others and it 
would be impossible to raise the 
amounts demanded. American and 
English authorities were unable to 
get in touch with the bandits thru 
the Chinese government, because the 
Red bandits are under the ban of 
their government, and their hideout 
was located in an inaccessible sec-

Reports that the ceptives had .

Coming as it did from the Chinese 
government, the cable of last week 
leaves no doubt but that the two 
men have been executed. The man- 
ner of execution was not given, but 
it has been customary for the ban- 
dits in the past to behead their vic- 
tims. 
- Arnolis Hayman had been in the 
mission service in China for many 
years and was prominent in the edu- 
cational and religious work of his 
field, which was the reason for his 
being selected as a ransom victim, 
the bandits believing that because of 
his prominence in the work they 
would be able to secure a large ran- 
som. 


He is survived by his widow and 


six children, who are still in China, 
four of the children having been 
taken captive by pirates a few weeks 
ago, but were released when the boat 
on which they were being held was 
followed by planes from the air- 
craft carrier Hermes. 


As a mark of sympathy for their 


pastor in his tragic bereavement, 
there were no services at the Bap- 
tist church Sunday, except a brief 
prayer service at the regular morn- 
ing period. 


"News of my brother's death," 


Rev. Hayman said yesterday, "has 
been very meager. All the news we 
have had has come from his wife 
and the officials of the mission boards 
working in China. Until the very 
last these letters have expressed the 
hope that the two captives would 
soon be released, and naturally the 
news Saturday came to me as a 
great shock." Mr. Hayman also ex- 
pressed his deep appreciation for 
the many expressions - of sympathy 
he has received from the members 
of his congregation and the com- 
munity generally.

Materials for Dam 


With less than a week remaining 


until the end of the 120-day volun- 
tary shutdown agreement between 
the county and the contractors on 
San Gabriel dam No. 1, the flood 
control district's new chief engineer, 
C. H. Howell, is trying to make all 
the speed possible with tests of ma- 
terials at the damsite. 


At least another week will be re-

Oliver Wendell Holmes— 


Death of Oliver Wendell Holmes, former 


justice of the United States supreme court, 
as he neared his ninety-fourth birthday, gives 
all of us an opportunity to reflect that years 
are a poor measuring stick for a man's ability. 


Some twenty-five years ago, Dr. Osier made 


a jocose remark that people should be chloro- 
formed at sixty. For some reason, the Ameri- 
can people failed to catch his humorous mood, 
and a controversy raged for several years. 
Today, we are attempting to classify all per- 
sons over sixty as obsolescent human mater- 
ial, and would remove them from activity by 
pension. Ten years ago bi^ industry was 
seriously attempting to fix the maximum age 
of usefulness for a laborer at forty-five. But 
despite these arbitrary misconceptions of hu- 
man value, the real work of the world con- 
tinues to be planned and executed by those 
who are fit for the task, regardless of age. 


Lloyd George (who included himself) said 


a few years ago that the world was "misruled 
by old, old men who have been all thru for 
a long time." But recently this patriarch of

To those young men and women who ex- 


pect to make a living and acquire property 
in the Covina valley in the future, we re- 
spectfully call their attention to the new Holt 
avenue highway so'ith of this community. 


Business growth in the future will take 


place along the important motor roads. The 
day of congregating on rail lines is at an end. 
All communities will eventually find their 
greatest activity and most valuable real es- 
tate along the main motor highways. 


The area south of Covina, in the rolling 


loma country, is to be the best residential 
spot, overlooking the citrus groves and at all 
times commanding an unrestricted view of 
the Sierra Madre mountains. Citrus avenue 
and Azusa avenue, bisecting Holt avenue 
north and south, will soon be built thru to 
the lower valley boulevard. All of this area 
is essentially Covina area, and will belong, 
by geographical location, to the Covina busi- 
ness center of the future. The Covina busi- 
ness district will spread gradually to that 
area lying between Citrus and Azusa ave- 
nues on Holt avenue. That is one reason why 
an extended fire and sewer district should 
now be in the making. Whether it is feasible 
to attempt to extend the municipal corporate 
limits is in fact unimportant, but sanitary and 
fire protection districts will be imperative in 
the future, and are necessary now. 


Holt avenue state highway is finished thru 


the valley. Widening is in progress over the 
Garvey avenue link in Monterey Park. The 
Los Angeles link at Soto street, leading di- 
rectly into the new union station, will be done 
in a year. The Covina territory is the first 
entrance into the citrus area, and is the most 
beautiful on the stretch from Los Angeles to 
the eastern county line. Holt avenue will 
become the heaviest traveled of any east and 
west highway, more so than the Foothill high- 
way on our north, which is in reality a very 
marked detour from the direct route across 
southern California. 


For a quarter of a century we have been 


in the habit of saying that Covina is built 
about to the maximum of its needs, and that 
growth will be slow. But this view is a blind 
one. Expansion will take place rapidly along 
this new motor artery. It is an outlook for 
the young and aggressive to visualize and 
capitalize.

Holmes was progressive and forward-looking 
to the end. More than any to occupy the 
supreme bench he was responsible for a con- 
stant vigilance against the encroachment of 
property rights on the rights of man. His in- 
fluence saved the constitution many times 
from becoming a rigid instrument that would 
deny justice because of the letter instead of 
the spirit. 


The afternoon of life should be the time 


of harvest. It was a contemporary of Holmes' 


unknown purpose about which we should not 
inquire, and just incidentally, even acciden- 
tally beneficial to man? 


This curious study in the obverse has per- 


sisted down thru the centuries. It was neces- 
sary thru rivers of blood to establish the prin- 
ciple that the state was made for man and 
not man for the state. A great religious lead- 
er astounded the rabbis by asserting that the 
sabbath was made for man and not man for 
the sabbath. 


There is much controversy these days about 


the desirability of continuing the profit sys- 
tem. This writer has felt that the question is 
immaterial. Whether the profit motive is or is 
not perpetuated has little bearing on even- 
tual social justice, providing we learn that 
industry is for the benefit of all mankind, and 
that if all mankind is not benefited, industry 
will come to grievous trouble, as at the pres- 
ent time. Make as much profit as your in- 
telligence and initiative will allow, but keep 
in mind that personal profit can never be the 
real objective.

Committee Urges 
Further Work on 
School Buildings 


Following is a letter to the board 


of trustees of the high school dis- 
trict in regard to conclusions arrived 
at by a committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the matter of earthquake- 
proofing the buildings: 


To the Board of Trustees 
of the Covina Union High 
School District: 


The undersigned committee, which 


has had the privilege of counseling 
with you during the period of struc- 
tural reinforcement against earth- 
quake hazard, desires to record its 
appreciation and some recommen- 
dations. 


The members of this committee, 


representing the Parent-Teacher as- 
sociation, community 
organizations 


and interested parents, have found 
genuine satisfaction with the sane 
and practical manner in which your 
board has dealt with the problem 
of strengthening school structures 
within available budget funds. The 
frank and open manner with which 
you have shared your plans, your 
limitations, and their accomplish- 
ment, paved the way for the best 
possible solution of a difficult situa- 
tion. 


The committee feels entirely satis- 


fied with the present strength of the 
gymnasium. 


In the case of the science hall, we 


would recommend that an architect- 
engineer of your own selection be 
authorized to double-check on pre- 
vious submitted reports and present 
his own recommendations. We feel 
that the same type of double-check- 
ing in the administration-auditorium 
building might reveal the need for 
replacing hollow-tile partitions and 
strengthening the points at which 
floor joists connect with sidewalls. 
The recent earthquake apparently I 
revealed the fact that types of con- ' 
struction which met the require- 
ments of building codes several years 
ago are now known to be unsatis- 
factory. 


We respectfully urge that the shop 


building be completed in accordance 
with announced plans as early as 
possible, in order that the sidewalls 
be equally strong and tied-in with 


the already strengthened endwalls 
and diaphragm. From the report of 
the architect and engineer, we as- 
sume that tile partitions should be 
replaced by lath and plaster walls. 


As a matter of policy to guide to- 


ward the completion of safety fac- 
tors in our school buildings, we trust 
that your board will annually set 
aside as large a sum as is permis- 
sible within the budget, to accom- 
plish that, goal step by step, year by 
year. It is our conviction that the 
factor of ultimate and reasonable 
safety for our boys and girls and 
their teachers is of supreme impor- 
tance. Economy is of secondary im- 
portance. 


This committee will hold its or-

Dear Friends in Covina: 


If any of you people think that it 


gets hot in Covina, you ought to 
spend just one day in Mombassa 
during the hot season. Everything 
there makes one hotter, from the 
streets and the buildings to the 
charges of the baggage and taxi men. 
Heat seemed to be its principal pro- 
duct and we all had our share of it. 
However, there were two things that 
interested us in reaching Mombassa. 
The first was that it ended another 
lap of our journey, and in this case 
after five weeks around Africa we 
were glad to have a few days on 
land. The second thing of interest 
to us, and perhaps the most impor- 
tant, was the fact that our former 
missionary secretary is buried here. 
In 1921 Rev. J. H. B. Williams, mis- 
sion secretary of our foreign board, 
together with Prof. Yoder and Dr. 
Harnley, was on just such a trip as 
we are making, only they were ap-

some place enroute, made his trip 
across this very ocean most difficult 
and hard and finally took its toll in 
death the same day they arrived. 
We are the first of our people to 
visit this shrine since 1921. 


Eight days' stop at Mombassa gave 


us the opportunity of taking a trip 
to Nairobi, 5300 feet elevation, the 
capital of Kenya province and one 
of the important cities in this sec-x 
tion. It is some 330 miles north 
and west 
center of 
things. Many mission societies have 
this as their headquarters, and we 
spent the greater part of our time 
in visiting their stations. In a beau- 
tiful spot located among rolling hills, 
which are covered with coffee, ban- 
anas and maize, we found the home 
of two American missionaries, Mr. 
and Mrs. Knapp. Thirty-five years 
of experience at this same place en- 
ables them to be a real help and 
encouragement to the well-organized 
and well-developed native commun- 
ity. On the other side of the city 
ten miles, located in surroundings 
equal to its beauty, we found the 
wonderful and beautiful country 
church which is connected with the 


Scotch Presbyterian church. lleing 
the gift of one individual, nothing 
was spared to make it majestic and 
inspiring. Each Sunday the 2000 
seats are filled with natives, who find 
this a real shrine in the midst of 
their country. The $75,000 spent in 
its erection will surely forever be 
a suitable memorial to the donor. 


Another forty miles from here, 


way up on the hills overlooking the 
famous Rift valley, we visited the 
African inland mission. From its lo- 
cation, at an elevation of 7500 feet, 
a wonderful view of the surrounding 
country for many miles makes its 
position cherished by those who 
work there.

Europeans may receive their gram- 
mar and high school education, is 
the most imposing building. When in 
construction, none other but the 
great and much loved Teddy Roose- 
velt laid the cornerstone.

For the most part they 
are well cultivated and showed great 
care had been taken in their produc- 
ion.

ive to six feet high and three to four 
'eet wide. It has a bright green leaf 
and when it is covered with the 
Might red coffee berries, it indeed 
makes a great picture. They shipped 
:rom this one port alone last year 
many tons of coffee to San Fran- 
cisco. 


The most unusual sight, however, 


was that of the wild animal life, 
which is sheltered in one of the great 
Kenya game reserves. We had heard 
that we would be able to see some 
game from the windows of the train 
while going to Nairobi, but we were 
totally unprepared for the great 
numbers that were seen all along 
the way after coming into the re- 
serve territory. Again this was noth- 
ing to what we saw when we took 
a car and drove out on the plains 
about eight miles from the center of 
the city. We turned off of the auto 
road and went right out on the plain 
itself to where they were feeding. 
These animals long ago learned that 
in this particular section they were 
not harmed by man. They have also 
become so accustomed to automo- 
biles, as they go back and forth 
along the road and to those that 
bring the tourists right out on the 
plains, that they are not frightened 


i in the least. One is thus able to get 


I quite close to the animals before 
they move off.

Cut Three Miles 


to Los Angeles 


A saving of at least, three miles 


ind fifteen minutes in time between 
Covina and the business district of 


.os Angeles will be made when the 


new Ramona boulevard, entering the 
city from the east, is opened to traf- 
ic, which according to authorities 
will be within the next few weeks. 
iVork on this Los Angeles-Pomona 
cutoff was started in 1932. The new 
,hru highway crosses Citrus avenue 
one mile south of Covina. 


Traffic will be routed to Pomona, 


Hedlands, Riverside and the Imper- 
al valley via Macy or Aliso street 
Bridges, following a wide four and 
six-lane boulevard having no grade 
crossings. At a point just outside the 


S Angeles city limits, the route 


cuts across the Midwick country 
club grounds and connects with the 
westerly end of the already complet- 
id Garvey avenue extension just 
west of Atlantic boulevard. It will 
jo the first highway permitting such 
an uninterrupted flow of traffic so 
near the business center of Los An- 
geles. 


When completed and open to traf- 


ic, this new route will shorten the 
mileage between Los Angeles and 
Covina by more than three miles. 
The new mileage will be slightly 
iess than 20 miles from Los Angeles 
to Covina, compared to slightly more 
than 23 miles on the Valley boule- 
vard thru south Alhambra and El 
Monte. A conservatice estimate of 
the average saving in time per car 
on the new route is 15 minutes. 


Probably the feature of greatest 


importance and value in the entire 
new route is the Ramona boulevard 
portion which will permit the unin- 
terrupted flow of traffic for six miles 
thru the suburban district from 
Monterey Park to the Civic Center 
in Los Angeles.

Mr. Bryan spent the past summer 


in Russia and Siberia, enjoying rare 
opportunities of making motion pic- 
tures. These show many of the ac- 
tivities of the Soviet government, 
some of the industrial projects, the 
daily life of the people, their art, 
theaters, farms, hospitals, courts and 
other activities. He made a trip down 
the Volga and traveled many thou- 
sand miles in Siberia and Mongolia. 
He journeyed overland to the rein- 
deer country, visiting there a primi- 
tive type of native which he states 
has some resemblance to the Ameri- 
can Indian. All these places and 
peoples are vividly pictured in his 


The description of the action of 


the pictures is given by Mr. Bryan 
as the film unrolls. He thus has the 
opportunity to vitalize the story of 
the experiment which the Russians 
are trying. The press reports from 
the east state- that he gives an accu- 
rate report on conditions as they ac- 
tually exist there. 


LABOR PROGRAM 


Prof. J. L. Leonard, chairman of 


the department of economics at Uni- 
versity of Southern California, was 
the speaker at the forum on Monday 
of this week. Leonard comes from 
a background rich in labor experi- 
ences. 


Speaking to the topic, "Labor's 


Deal in the New Deal," he gave a 
review of the events leading to the 
passage of the NIRA. He showed 
that the policy of the federal govern- 
ment during preceding administra- 
tions which had passed anti-trust 
legislation was discarded and'under 
the NRA codes were developed by 
industries which favored the elim- 
ination of competition. He stated 
that in his opinion the codes would 
become a permanent holdover from 
the NRA experiment.. 


Mr. Leonard discussed the much- 


•agfcated sectiorT7a~6f tRe-NRA^ This 
pertains to the right of workmen to 
bargain'collectively. He showed how 
it had been used by industrial ad- 
ministration to get the upper .'hand 
of labor. Then he pointed oUt the 
attitude of labor toward the same 
provision and described methods 
used by unscrupulous and unin- 
formed labor leaders in attempting 
collective bargaining. He stated tha 
many strikes were caused by the 
bungling efforts of ill-advised labor 
leaders. Among examples cited was 
the recent strike of the employees 
of the Los Angeles street railway 
Many of these strikes failed of at- 
taining their objectives because o 
the rashness of labor leaders in call 
ing a strike on mistaken pretexts. 


The most satisfactory method of 


adjusting differences between em- 
ployees and labor was shown to be 
thru mediation. Mr. Leonard de- 
scribed the organization and func 
tions of regional labor boards and 
told how in southern 
California 


many labor problems had been ami 
cably settled. 


In the discussion which followec 


the lecture, interesting facts were 
revealed regarding California labor 
situations. 
The audience enterec 


heartily into this discussion.

Control Board 


Seeks Estimates 


on Coming Crop 


Stressing the importance of com- 


plete .and accurate estimates in the 
face of the large crop in sight, the 
California-Arizona citrus marketing 
agreement has called for an estimate 
as of March 1 of the 1935 Valencia 
orange crop, according to W. C. 
Frackelton, secretary and manager 
of the agreement. 
Official estimate 


and application for allotment forms 
have been mailed to all shippers and 
unaffiliated growers of record, he 
said. 


"It is extremely important that 


every producing Valencia grove be 
included in this estimate before the 
start of the shipping season," said 
Frackelton. "The shipping allotment 
issued weekly for each grower after 
the start of the season is figured en- 
tirely on the percentage of the total 
crop each grower controls as deter- 
mined by the estimates filed with 
the growers' advisory committee. 


"Growers should protect their in- 


terests before the start of the ship- 
ping season by arranging for the 
movement of their crop thru some 
shipping organization, or they may 
file their estimate and apply for a 
shipping allotment direct to the 
growers' advisory committee, 514 
East Eighth street, Los Angeles. 


"One of the largest crops of navel 


oranges in the history of California 
is now being marketed under the 
control of the 
California-Arizona 


citrus marketing agreement," said 
Frackelton. "Over 22,000 cars of na- 
vels have moved to date, with ap- 
prixomately 17,000 cars available on 
Ihe trees for the balance of the ship- 
ping season. 


"Reports indicate that this big 


navel crop will be followed by a 
bumper production of the Valencia 
variety, the U. S. department of 
agriculture forecast as of February 
1, indicating a crop of 47,000 cars of 
California valencias. Both navels and 
valencias are advanced in maturity 
as compared with the average for 
past seasons."

Utilizing its privately-owned tele- 


phone system as a transmission net- 
work, the Southern California Edison 
company on March 15 will inaugu- 
rate an entirely new from of electric 
utility company stockholders' meet- 
ing by holding twelve broadcast net- 
work-linked meetings simultaneous- 
ly, according to the announcement 
of R. C. Hanna, manager for the 
company in this territory. 


Proceedings of the annual meet- 


ing in Los Angeles will be brought 
to a meeting of stockholders in Co- 
vina at noon, Friday, March 15, via 
wired radio over the company's lines. 
Harry J. Bauer, president of the 
company, will present his annual re- 
port, and those attending the broad- 
cast meetings also will hear reports 
and discussions of the company's af- 
fairs by other officers, as well as all 
other features of the meeting as it 
is conducted at the company's gen- 
eral office. 


"The great interest manifested by 


stockholders this year in company 
affairs has prompted the Edison 
management to arrange this unique 
means of holding simultaneous meet- 
ings," Mr. Hanna said, "thus saving 
stockholders the tune and effort that 
might be entailed in attending a 
meeting some distance from their 
homes. The broadcast meetings are 
planned for eleven centers, in addic- 
tion to the one in Los Angeles, each 
of the centers representing a com- 
pany division headquarters.

New Route for 


Power Line to 


Be Investigated 


New hope was given the San Ga- 


briel Valley Defense committee on 
Monday when, at a conference of 
engineers, Mr. Scattergood of the 
bureau of power and light of Los 
Angeles city, agreed to personally 
inspect the southern route suggested 
by the engineers of the defense com- 
mittee. The engineer has promised 
to render an opinion on the southern 
route within a week. 


The defense committee is heading 


the protest against the location of the 
high voltage line of the city of Los 
Angeles thru the foothills and the 
citrus country on the north side of 
the valley and is suggesting an al- 
ternate route thru the hills south of 
Chino in the vicinity of the Edison 
line thru that territory. 


Secretary Johnson of the defense 


committee stated that the strength 
of the protesting groups, which in- 
clude nearly all civic organizations 
in the northern part of the valley, is 
being augmented daily. But in the 
meantime the building of the line is 
being pushed at topmost speed. Tow- 
ers are already in place from Lytle 
creek to about two miles west of 
Etiwanda avenue and within the past 
week concrete bases for the towers 
have been built as far west as San 
Antonio canyon. San Antonio can- 
yon is the dividing line between San 
Bernardino and Los Angeles coun- 
ties.
